MAGISTERIAL JUSTICE AT NANAIMO. 

Somo two or three weeks ago tho public 
had to complain of the injustico of the Jus- 
tice of tiie Peace at Nanaimo in conse- 
quetico of tho administration of Lynch law 
to an Itidian, who was accused of felony. 
In that cast; tho accused Indian was tied 
up and brutally Hogged without even the 
serublanee of justice in the form of a trial. 
And ro prompt was tho administrator of 
justice in causing the oflender to bo pun- 
ished that from the timo of his apprehen- 
sion until tho completion of his enstigatiou, 
it wm not more than one hour! Then, the 
publ'ie justly complained that however 
guilty the offender might hnvo been, he 
ought not to have been punished without 
having previously bean put upon his trial ; 
r— in fine, he ought not to havo been made 
subject to Lynch law, or that which is 
worse — for it is well known that Vigilance 
Committees generally give their prisoners 
a fair trial. Our model of a magistrate, 
howoycr, eclipses all theso by his expedi- 
tious and summary mode of dispensing 
justice. 

Captain Stuart Again. 

Tho following, and moro recent caso, 
goes further to exemplify Capt. Stuart's 
jdcas of dispensing justice. On the night 
of September 24, the dairy of Mr. Robinson 
vvas entered, and bread was stolen there- 
from, An Indian having been seen lurk- 
ing about the promises at a very lato hour 
puspicion rested upon lilm. Consequently 
Mr. K. proceeded to the Indian village and 
having found the suspected criminal chnrg- 
god liiin with tho ofFcnce. After a little 
hesitation ho admitted it and gavo up a 
portion of tho stolen property, which was 
afterwards fully identified by Mr. R.'s 
housekeeper, Mr. R, consequently took 
the thief into custody and afterwards gave 
)iim in chargo to Capt. Stuart (tho offioift- 
ting magistrate) who signified his inten- 
tion of hearing the case tho following day. 
This however, he did nut do ; but upon 
Tuesday morning he informed Mr. Rubin- 
son that during the previous evening the 
thief had escaped from prison. Subse- 
quent investigation showed thut tho prison 



keeper was an Indian of the prisoner's own 
tribe ; that tho key was left in the lock of 
the door of the room in which the prisoner 
was confined ; that the said door was free 
of access from tho public street ; that it did 
not appear that the prisoner bad found it 
necessary to use any violence in his escape, 
since he had broken neither door-lock, win- 
dow, or anything clso connected with the 
building. These facts combined, naturally 
causo a strong suspicion that some of the 
"powers that be" havo connived at th 
prisoner's escape. Captain Stuart pleads 
in extenuation, that there is no proper loch 
up provided at Nanaimo, by government ; 
that he will be able to recapture the Indian 
by-and-by. Possibly ho may — wo shall 
see whether he will or not. 

Keform Demandod. 
Now, as loyal citizens, wc ask how long 
shall wo have to wait for these farcical pro- 
ceedings at Nauaimo to terminate? How 
long shall the residents of Nanaimo be 
treated as though they are unworthy of the 
benefits of "law and order," as though tliey 
are political nonentities ? How long shall 
immorality and vice be countenanced and 
encouraged there? and the advocates of re- 
ligion and temperance bo regarded and 
treated as " black sheep," or unwelcome 
citizens? I low long shall law and order 
be set at defiance, and treated contemptu- 
ously ? and that by those who are declared 
to bo the administrators of justice? We 
hope the day is not far distant when those 
things shall all be spoken of, as of tho post; 
but before this can be there is much to bo 
done. Still we know that public opinion is 
in favor of this reformation, and that tho 
interats not only of tho inhabitants but of 
tho proprietary nf the place (tho II. B. Co.) 
demand a speedy and effective reform. And 
wc have pleasure in saying that we know 
also that tho proprietary is alive to the 
necessity of this reform, and will have 
pleasure in doing its part towards effect- 
ing it. We know that it has no pleas- 
ure in seeing illegality and immorality pre- 
dominant at Nanaimo. Wo therefore, as 
British subjects cull upon the Executive of 
this Colony, to assist, to do its part— to 
do ITS DUTY — in removing tho evils 
we have now been complaining of, and ex- 
posing, and we doubt not but the public 
will be found all ready to do its part. 
Boqunl to tlio Foregoing, 
Since the foregoing was written it ap- 
pears that on Tuesday afternoon Mr. Rob- 
inson received private information that the 
escaped prisoner had then returned to his 
old quarters in the Indian Village, Conse- 
quently, having secured tho assistance of 
two other residents, towards midnight tho 
party proceeded there, and after a little 
ado succeeded in recapturing tho thief, 
having been materially assisted in doingso 
by some of the delinquents own friends. 
They then proceeded to tho rosidenco of 
Capt. Stuart, and again delivered tho pris- 
oner into his charge. Consequently it was 
generally expectud that a court would ho 
hold upon the following day, Wednesday, 
for tho trial of the prisoner ; but, strange 
to say, tho public were again doomed to 
disappointment, for during the afternoon 
of that day it was ascertained that Captain 
Stuart had determined to deal summarily 
in this ease also, and had caused the pris- 
oner to be flogged and discharged without 
any trial whatever, although he hud been 
previously warned against doing so — as 
being illegal — but in ''''ply had said that ho 
I consulted his instructions and former 
precedents, and found that as Indian 
AGENT ' 1U wfta AM? justified in adopting 
such a course. 

As wo understand that it is intended to 
oall the attention of Government totho case. 
We shall then see whether they will allow 
such a stato of things to exist in a British 
Colony or not.

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SIMULTANEOUS POLLING. 

The Legislature apparently lias no inten- 
tion of adding n clauso to* tho Franchise 
Mil making it compulsory for tho election 
to tiiko nlnco in every district mid town im 
the sumo day, commencing and ending at 
the name hour. Tho only clauses approxi- 
mating to simultaneous polling, as wo un- 
derstand it, confines the election in one dis- 
trict, not all, to one day. Towns aroevon ex- 
cepted by not being mentioned. Tho con- 
sequence will probably he, except the law 
is Amended, that tho whole Colony will be 
kept in a high stuto of excitement for a 
week or longer, by opening a poll in each 
district on different days. Tho ebullition 
of popular feeling which would he called 
out by polling all the votes in the Colony in 
<me day, would itself disturb society to its 
very liase. Hut if the poll is shifted with 
tho Sheriff from town to district, and dis- 
trict to district, from Nanaimo to Sooke, 
tho lamentable consequences will ho seen 
by the increase of drinking, fighting, ca- 
rousing, — loss of time, money, health, — and 
the whole having a tendency to immorality 
without any corresponding advantage to the 
country. Wo take it that it is as much tho 
duty of legislators to guard the morals of tho 
people, it. it (I inspire them with the spirit of 
sobriety, frugality, and industry, as to pass 
an enabling act in order that they may del- 
egate anew the power which is returned to 
them by a dissolution of the Assembly. By 
not rendering then tho election simulta- 
neous, they incur tho charge of failing to 
perform their duty. 

No object can be gained by ignoring sim- 
ultaneous elections, in this Colony, except 
the hope that it may afford a better chance 
for those who have votes in various districts 
to follow tlio daily shifting poll, and cast 
votes favorable to party purposes. But, 
from our knowledge of the country, we be- 
lieve nothing will bo acquired by such a 
party manoouvre, as it will be a game at 
which more than one side can play. Quar- 
relling, drunkenness, and excitement, the 
usual accompaniments of elections, will be 
repeated day by day all over tho country, 
under the proposed law ; — whereas if the 
election was decided between sunrise and 
sunset, a vast amount of evil would be 
avoided. As a moral question, it is oiu 
which should interest particularly those 
who aro in power, — and more particularly 
those private persons whose feelings prompt 
them, or whose duty or pruvinco it is, to 
cheek measures having a tendency to im 
morality, by interposing the voice of peti- 
tion. It is true there is nothing in the law 
againstsiliuiltaneous polling being enforced 
but at the same time thero is nothing muk- 
it compulsory to hold the election simul- 
taneously in all the districts. The latter wo 
contend should bo a part of any moasun 
which the Legislature wishes to bequeath 
to the country as the reform Act of 1859. 



British Columbia Appointments, — His 
Excellency has been pleased to appoint A.

Addresses. — It is usual in a Brittish 
Province, when the Governor makes a tour 
through the country, fur the clergy, mag- 
istrates, and inhabitants generally, to pre. 
sent congratulatory addresses. This cus- 
tom has lately been introduced into British 
Columbia, for tho two-fold purpose, no 
doubt, of making his Excellency appear 
popular; and give him an opportunity 
to ventilate his new policy. The address 
at Hope, which was more like a petition, 
was signed by only about a dozen persons. 
Another has been presented at Yale lauda- 
tory ofhisExcollcncy. Wo have heard that 
just as few signed that. There must be 
something materially wrong somewhere, 
when the first magistrate of a colony 
in its most populous district, can only 
bo addressed by a dozen persons ! The 
replies to the address exhibit repent- 
ance for post errors, and are lull of promis- 
es for an altered policy, which if carried 
out may benefit tho colony. 

Reading Boom. — The Young Mens' 
Christian Association have fitted up very 
mfortably a suit of rooms over X. Moore 
& Co.'s, Yates street for a Heading Room. 
It is well supplied with the leading reli- 
gious publications, and scientific papers 
and periodicals of Great Britain, the Colo- 
nies, and the United States. Tho Associa- 
tion certainly deserve great credit for their 
exertions to provide a place wdiero both 
old and young may with advantage and 
pleasure spend thoir leisure evenings. 
There are so few evening amusements in 
Victoria, of an elevating character, that we 
have no doubt but the Beading Boom will 
prove a centre of attraction to all classes ; 
and be a healthy check against dissipation 
which has made fearful sacrifices in coun- 
tries like ours where a large portion of the 
young men were deprived of the society of 
home.

GIGANTIC LAWD GRABBERS. 

The gigantic land grabbing sohemo which 
is disclosed in tho accompanying two docu- 
ments will doubtless prove startling. Cal- 
ifornia or Texas land swindlers, with their 
fraudulent Mexican titles, never concocted 
a more unscruploua scheme for fleooing tho 
public than that started by tho two Chief 
factors of the Hudson Bay Company, and 
rocom mended by an ex-Factor, the Gover- 
nor of tho country. How modest! They 
only asked for all the lands around thirteen 
Forts in the most important parts of British 
Columbia, besides "the, various posts in New 
Caledonia," (perhaps 1000) " and other 
points along the route from Fort Hope to 
Thompson's river!" From these docu- 
ments the public will learn why Quecnboro 
■was objected to ; why nothing has been 
done there; why "no convenient" place 
could he found for a town except Langley. 
These Colonies may be justly alarmed at 
the unblushing assurance of a secret work- 
ing monopoly, aided by His Excellency the 
Governor ; and we hope the alarm will take 
an efficient shape. To support this scheme 
detailed below, agents who know the coun- 
try have gone to England to carry it out if 
possible. Some such similar scheme has 
been proposed, if not carried out in this 
Colony, for another agent is soon to leave 
for England. His Excellency Gov. Dou- 
glas recommends the claim upon the ground 
of "public services." Had he said "public 
injuries" the truth would havo been ad- 
mitted. "Who claimed the exclusive/right 
to trade in British Columbia, to the'cxclu- 
sion of everybody cl.se, and tho injury of 
trade here, but the II. B. Co.? "Was that 
a public service ? or will it not prove an 
everlasting injury? They had no more 
right to the soil there than to exclusive 
trade. Their licensewas revoked in accord- 
ance with the reserved rights of tho Crown. 
Then ceased their only right — the Indian 
trade. But finding that their unwarranta- 
ble claim to exclusive trade and navigation 
was by the revocation justly ignored, they 
set themselves up for patriots ! If studiously 
keeping every iota of information secret 
which would attract civilization, besides 
claiming more than their rights and schem- 
ing for more still, renders men patriotic, 
then the Company deserves that title, — and 
should be rewarded by thousands of ucrcs 
of valuable land. 

Copy of Despatch from Governor Douglas 
to" the Eight Hon. Sir E. 1$. Lvtton, 
Bart. 

Victoria, A'. I., Dec. 7, 1868. 
Sir: I have tho honor of transmitting 
herewith copy of a letter lately addressed 
to me by the Agents of the Hudson's Bay 
Company residing at this place, setting 
forth the claims of the Company to certain 
tracts of land connected with their several 
^radingestablishnients in British Columbia, 
^-hicli they havo occupied for many years, 
and improved by settlement and otherwise 
at much expense. 

Her Majesty's Government may probably 
consider that the Hudson's Bay Company 
have acquired rights to the soil through 
ncrmissory occupation and improvement, 
as well as by the public services which the 
Company have rendered to tho country, and 
may therefore meet their claims in a spirit 
of judicious liberality, especially as the set- 
tlement of the Company's possessory rights 
in Oregon, resting on the construction of 
the third article of the Treaty of the 17th 
of .July, 1840, with the United States of 
America, will probably be influenced by the 
decision of Her Majesty's Government in 
allowing or disallowing the possessory 
rights of the Company in British Columbia.

jesty's Government, 

Old Fort Langley ; New Fort Langley 
and adjacent farms ; Point at the forks of 
Smess river: point at the forks of Harrison 
river ; Fort Hope, with clear land adjoin- 
ing, especially block No. 1 on official map 
of tho town, which encroaches on the fort; 
Fort Vale, portion marked "reserve," and 
block XVII on official map of the town ; 
Fort Dallas; Fort at Knmloops, known as 
Thompson's river, with lands adjacent ; 
Fort Douglas ; Fort Shepherd on the Co- 
lumbia river, with adjoining lands; Fort in 
the Kootanais country, if north of tho 49th 
parallel ; the various posts in New Caledo- 
nia belonging to the Company, and other 
points along tho routo from Fort Hope to 
Thompson's river and Now Caledonia, not 
permanently occupied but improved by the 
sowing of grass seeds ; Fort Simpson, with 
lands adjoining; Fort McLaughlin. 

Your Excellency is no doubt aware, that 
wo are unable at present more particularly 
to define the limits of the Company's 
claims, but wo hope the foregoingstaternont 
is .sufficiently explicit for the authorities to 
act upon until accurate survey scan be made 
of the whole.
